New Orleans Meeting Proves Most Successful—Many 
Timely Papers and Live Discussions—Seven 
Bishops Attend. 

One the most successful conventions the history 
the Catholic Educational Association was the one held 
New Orleans this summer. This was the consensus 
opinion all who made the journey the quaint old 
Crescent City take part the annual deliberations 
the Catholic educators. point numbers the conven- 
tion was not large other years, but the importance 
the papers presented, and the wide interest the 
problems discussed, the meeting was eminently successful 
and promises fruitful results. All the delegates 
from the north were agreeably surprised with the balmy 
weather which they experienced throughout their stay 
New 

The meeting was held under the direct patronage 
Archbishop Blenk, with six his suffragan Bishops pres- 
ent. The meeting took place the new Loyola Uni- 
versity, which courtesy the Jesuit Fathers was given 
over the use the educators. 

the opening Mass Archbishop Blenk sounded the 
keynote the convention when asked and answered 
the question, “What right has the Church teach Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Edward Allen Mobile pontificated the 
Mass, which was celebrated the Mater Doiorosa church. 
Bishops and monsignori, purple vestments, were the 
sanctuary, and with them were other distinguished clergy- 
men the nation. The main body the church was filled 
with still other priests, teaching Brothers and Sisters. 

The program announced the last issue “The Jour- 
nal” was carried through with much interest and profit, 
brief reviews some the papers being presented else- 
where this number “The Journal.” 

Luncheon Served for 800 Sisters. 

One the pleasant features the convention was the 
luncheon served about 800 visiting Sisters from all 
over the United States attentive committees Cath- 
olic women belonging the different Catholic organiza- 
tions New Orleans. happy arrangement each 
order Sisters was served special table, and their 
hosts were the graduates their own institution charge 
their respective orders.

The association concluded its sessions some telling 
resolutions. One these was strong protest against 
any encroachment the rights parents the educa- 
tion their children liberty education. vigorous 
protest was also launched against the imparting sexual 
knowledge children, present carried many 
private and public schools the country. request was 
made the American Medical Association instruct its 
medical council, view the spirit antagonism shown 
the Carnegie Foundation hospitais under religious 
control (and there are 500 run Catholics the United 
States), discontinue the services the Carnegie Foun- 
dation. 

The college department, one the important branches 
the association, favored six-year course elementary 
work, that pupils may able enter the high school 
course after about the age 12, after six years 
such elementary work. 

Heartily favoring the highest standard college edu- 
cation and approving every attempt improve colleges, 
the college department deprecated the action the fed- 
eral bureau its attempt classify the colleges the 
country groups and and stated that doing 
the bureau had exceeded its power.

Assuredly, when our Catholic 
people voluntarily and cheerfully pledge themselves the 
erection, equipment and maintenance school buildings 
other than public schools, they not mean that the 
only appreciable difference between the two types in- 
stittuion that religion taught for half hour 
daily one and not all the other. That 
would inadequate return for the sacrifice. 

The Catholic school exists vigorous and construc- 
tive protest against the elimination definite spiritual 
development from the curriculum the public school. 
the spirit that giveth life, and the spirit the public 
school—say its defenders what they will—is not the 
Christian spirit. the Catholic school aims making 
itself concrete embodiment the Christian viewpoint, 
logical outcome Christian belief and Christian prac- 
tice. And, that its work may specific and fruitful, the 
Christianity espouses not the formless, denatured, spine- 
less common-denominator Christianity that illogical and 
untraditional and unprogressive, but the Christianity that 
comes pure and sweet and vivifying from Apostolic times 
through nearly twenty centuries strife and achievement 
and reproaches and triumphs. the Catholic Church 
the Church Christ, the Catholic school the school 
Christ. 

Now, while these things have all heard before, 
well for weigh them carefully the beginning 
the school year and consider what degree are aid- 
ing developing the true Christian spirit our schools. 
The Master’s work not done those teachers who 
are practice pagan teachers for all save half hour 
each day; neither done—and let the narrowly devout 
meditate this—by those teachers who inculcate exclu- 
sively sentimental pietism which makes little children 
unhealthy fanatics and absolutely unfits them for doing the 
work men and women the world. The harvest would 
rot ungarnered were all the workers such these. 

But the Master’s work done teachers who, physi- 
cally efficient and mentally baianced and emotionally disci- 
plined, know much the things God and much also 
the things men; teachers who realize that direction 
more than suppression and that many words make not 
for holiness and justice; teachers who are possessed 
foresight and remebmer that the only piety that worthy 
the human soul end and the Maker the human 
soul the piety that can stand the test life’s conflict; 
teachers who admit the fact original sin but who admit 
other facts as_well; teachers who know that the child must 
develop according the laws his being the sun- 
light God’s eternal love; teachers, word, who 
their whole duty—preparing the pupil for this life and 
for the next.

Education, ‘book edu- 
cation,’ broadens the, mind, gives culture the man, 
wakens ambition, inspires higher ideals, and prepares 
the man for companionship with books and authors. 
Agriculture has been honorable calling through all 
the ages, and the greatest men Mississippi has produced 
have come from the farm; but they were not great be- 
cause they came from the farm; but because they edu- 
cated their minds and learned from books things they 
could not learn the farm. There more inviting 
field endeavor than may found the farm. There 
living sure, life independent the farm 
life.

THE NEW SCHOOL YEAR. 

every teacher September means experiences. 
Educational thought ever new and this year means 
more than has ever meant before, for knowledge 
broader and demands are greater. 

order meet the increasing demands, the teacher 
may well ask, “Have mental and physical strength for 
this year’s work? ready tact, sound judgment, 
love this work and these children, deeply inter- 
ested make each pupil’s life better, purer and happier, 
patient, enthusiastic, sympathetic and ambitious?” 
How the questions succeed each other when once yield 
self-examination? 

much required that seems unachievable? No, 
not one thing met and conquered time. not 
think the year’s work, and the army children who 
must instructed, but think the work the present 
and your forty children. 

The most severe test will the first few days. The 
new teacher will “count time heart throbs,” for there 
time her precarious, anxious, soul wasting 
the first few hours before the little, strange faces. She 
must not show trace embarrassment, nervousness 
confusion. One new teacher prepared for herself ten rules: 

early. 

See that the room perfect order: Crayons, 
rulers, pencils, paper and books properly arranged. 

the program upon the blackboard, also draw 


the monthly calendar. Decorate with simple spray 
woodbine and golden rod reds and yellows. Write 
religious and inspiring motto verse the blackboard. 

Sing one two songs. 

Talk about the motto upon the board, have few 
choice memory recited and devote few moments 
current events. What events importance have occurred 
this summer? what are the people talking? Discuss 
these subjects briefly. Speak the summer vacation, 
ask where the pupils have been, what they have seen. 

All this may seem quite useless, but does not tend 
remove feeling strangeness, and are not the little ones 

children you pleasant, friendly talk the first 
morning. 

Classify the pupils and assign short lessons for the 
late morning and the afternoon hours. 

not take time the first morning secure 
names and ages passing and down the aisles with 
paper and pencil. the pupils ocme forward recite 
let them bring you slips paper with their names 
written upon them. 

you ask questions—simple first—the little 
cards may used for reference and short time every 
name known. 

Mean everything you say; not talk too much, 
let the children talk.

NOTE BOOK ERRORS. 

Let every teacher keep beside her her table 
pencil and notebook, which she can write down all 
the mistakes English which her children make during 
month. She will find the close the month that 
almost all the kinds mistakes they will ever 
make. 

These mistakes will differ, some extent, with differ- 
ent sets children. German children will not make all 
the mistakes made English children, and they will 
make some mistakes which English children not make. 
The mistakes other nationalities will differ, some 
extent, from both the above; but most mistakes English 
are common all. 

The teacher will find further, that when she has classi- 
fied all the mistakes, she will not have large number 
classes kinds. There will defects pronunciation, 
double negatives, wrong forms pronouns, pronouns 
used for adjectives, verbs that not agree with subjects, 
mistakes the use the principal parts irregular 
verbs, auxiliary verbs used incorrectly, etc. 

Now after the teacher has discovered what mistakes 
the children make, let her set work consciously and 
systematically drill them out the language the 
children. Take one time and let the oral work 
and written work directed against it.

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QUESTION INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


Catholic Schools Must Give Heed the Demand the 
Times This Direction. 


That Catholic educators must prepare meet the im- 
portant question industrial and vocational training 
seemed the consensus opinion among the priests 
and religious one the section meetings the New 
Orleans convention. 


Father Boyle Pittsburg introduced the subject 
brief and comprehensive statement, and called upon Rev. 
Michael Larkin, B., superintendent the parish 
schools New York, read paper one the phases 
the subject. Father Larkin, who close and careful 
student conditions, and whose position superintend- 
ent the parochial school system New York gives 
him rare opportunity see and judge things educational, 
was most positive his arguments for certain form 
vocational and industrial training. said that per 
cent the population the United States was engaged 
industrial work, and the absence vocational and in- 
dustrial training might mean the neglecting the masses. 
The pupils the Catholic schools out into the world 
with nothing offer vocationally industrially. 


Father Larkin said that the Catholic universities had 
done much turning out engineers, and the higher class 
skilled workers, but little had been done equipping 
the children the lower grades for the ranks trades 
and callings, and yet industrialism the base the na- 
tion’s strength. The object education today not 
toward practice, but rather the shaping character. The 
economic question most important one, though, and 
has with the shaping character. the schools 
are live the broad idea equal opportunity, they 
must give attention fitting the workers well the 
shaping and training professional careers. The child’s 
character should shaped and molded that would 
appreciate the dignity labor, and fitted for the battle 
with life. 

The speaker next showed how America 
some the leading countries Europe the matter 
vocational training, and mentioned the great progress 
made Germany. told how some the leading edu- 
cators advocated industrial training because its psycho- 
logical aspects, bringing the mind and body into co-ordi- 
nation, were. New conditions have created chasm 
between the schools and the world outside. longer 
the boy taught the things that once learned the 
farm and the home ,and there should link con- 
the academic classroom with the practical things 
ot hte. 

Father Larkin enumerated the studies which the ele- 
menatry course should resctricted, and said that voca- 
tionalism had right interfere with these fundamental 
assets. was the opinion that six years are sufficient 
for the elementary course, and the other two years now 
used room might made for some vocational training. 
Larkin emphasized that did not advocate 
elaborate system vocational training the seventh and 
cighth grades, but sort preparatory training the eye 
and the hand, and placing the child definite attitude 
toward labor. don’t mean that should finish them 
mechanics,” Father Larkin insisted, “but should give 
them insight into life’s practical, industrial side.” 

The speaker continued that industrialism has perma- 
nent place the country, and that adapt 
itself the needs the masses. said that training 
manual arts was not new with the Church, that the Church

PROBLEM THE CURRICULUM. 
Father Howard Columbus Presents Which 
Calls Forth Much Discussion. 


most interesting paper “The Problem the Cur- 
riculum” was read Rev. Howard Columbus, 
Ohio. Father Howard contended that the education 
boy should under the personal charge his parents 
until about years old. should not sent 
school until the time life when begins attain the 
use reason. The period elementary education should 
extend from the age years. During this time, 
Father Howard pointed out, the child needs discipline and 
drill, and his teachers should aim give him thorough 
mastery the rudiments knowledge, and should teach 
him how study. child who has learned apply 
his mind and has acquired habits virtue and attention 
has received good elementary education. The chief pur- 
pose elementary education should train moral 
and mental discipline and not impart information. 
Father Howard advocated the devising more ration- 
system classifying and promoting children accord- 
ance with their attainments and ability. 

“We must reduce the rigidity our system,” said, 
“and into our schools must introduce the order and 
the home, rather than the system the fac- 
tory.’ 

Father Howard proposed that boys classified with 
their life purposes into five classes, fol- 

Class One—Those called the priesthood and those 
who intend enter the liberal professions, law, medicine, 
education, journalism, etc. 

Class Two—Those who expect take the technical 
professions, electric, mechanical, agriculture, etc. 

Class Three—Those who expect enter business 
commercial pursuits. 

Class Four—Those who expect enter the trades. 

Class Five—Those who will engage manual labor 
those who are backward and deficient studies. 

Father Howard was the opinion that some agree- 
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the basis the differentiation the secondary courses 
that would lead better adjustment the relations 
between the schools and the higher institutions learn- 
ing. 
conclusion said: “The reform the curriculum 
the most important problem practical nature that 
have before us. The demand for this reform voiced 
secular educators with much insistence. possible 
for get much better organization our work 
simplifying the elementary education and fixing more 
definitely the purposes our secondary education. 
can service the education our country thereby. 
need ascertain what can do, what most im- 
portant and what may without great peril leave 
undone. must keep mind the truth that human na- 
ture never changes, but that the conditions our life are 
always changing.” 


FREE PARISH SCHOOLS. 
Not Voice Against the Necessity for Gratis Tuition. 


Free parish schools was the slogan the meeting 
the parish school department and there was not negative 
voice raised against the arguments for their necessity 
the prolonged and lengthy discussions into which num- 
ber the clergy, including Bishop Gallagher, Galve- 
ston, entered with much enthusiasm.

“Some 
one has said, ‘Give the ballads people, and 
care not who makes the laws.’ say” declared the speak- 
er, “Give all Catholic children the parochial schools, 
and will make America Catholic. For God’s sake abolish 
tuition fees parochial schools. 

“Parish schools will more pauper schools, 
some hold, through abolition the tuition fee than are 
the public schools. This matter for episcopal legisla- 
tion. are the voice one crying the wilderness: 
‘Make straight the way the Lord for free parochial 

Rev. Thomas Tobin, rector St. Andrew’s Cathe- 
dral, Little Rock, Ark., was not able present 
planned, but sent paper, which was read Father Lar- 
kin, New York.

Outside the free parish school few subjects provoked 
more general discussion than Father Bede’s paper. 

Rev. Larkin, M., Algiers, held that the 
question must handled with care. Father Larkin paid 
glowing tribute the work the Sisters. thought 
the boy could safely left with the Sisters the sixth 
and seventh grades. The Sisters have many qualities 
the schoolroom that man’s rule lacks, such discipline, 
order, neatness and cleanliness.

Monsignor McDevitt 
thought unfair what some do, compare the weak 
points the woman teacher with the strong points the 
man teacher. had seen women who had taught with 
success boys 13, and 15. placed the responsi- 
bility for lack vocations the priesthood, and held 
himself among them responsible the past.

place every curriculum. There need not exira 
half hour assigned for it, but hymn may appropriately 
take the place prayer before after session. few 
minutes’ singing new song, one already mastered, 
after long arithmetic grammra lesson, will certainly 
delight the heart every child. The elevating influence 
hymns and songs will transplanted into the home 
circle. 

How edifying is, when the members the family 
assemble the evening after the day’s labor, sing,

PLANNING THE YEAR’S WORK 
RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 
the Rev. Patrick Sloan, Janesville, 

The old adage, “Well begun half seems par- 
ticularly applicable Christian Doctrine work. There 
frequently strong temptation let this parish work 
come the regular course time, and, without much 
previous planning study, attempt supply each 
need and accomplish each task occurs. This may 
done, and the religious instruction the year given 
routine manner. But what the result? What must 
the result? Some things are accomplished successfully; 
others only particularly so; still others, many which 
are supreme and vital importance, are neglected, per- 
haps unthought of. one can perform task, matter 
what this may be, with the greatest success possible under 
prevailing conditions, unless has clearly mind first 
what done; second what available means are best 
for accomplishing this and thirdly whom and how these 
means are employed. 

Ability, natural and acquired, possessed Christian 
Doctrine directors, varies small degree; also does 
the religious condition the children taught, the 
character and usefulness the helps which are hand, 
and the local environments which prevail, consequently the 
works done must vary accordingly, and the plans and 
methods adopted. best only general outline, 
therefore, plan followed during the year can 
here given; and this, practical help, must adapt- 
individual cases and local conditions. the first 
place preparatory work census should taken 
the children the parish who are receive religious 
instruction and training. Otherwise some these who 
have careless parents, parents who are only nominaly 
Catholic, will entirely unattended least neg- 
lected. large parishes, this may necessitate consider- 
able work, but work prime importance, and one 
that will found fraught with much good and consola- 
tion. parishes small membership will found 
ordinarily comparatively easy. 

Class Divisions Christian Doctrine. 

After census has been taken and all necessary in- 
formation obtained concerning the individual children, 
then division these into grades classes should 
made. Otherwise during the year many difficulties which 
could have been avoided will encountered, much con- 
fusion will result, and much labor wasted rendered 
great extent ineffectual for good. How many classes 
should formed That depends largely the size 
the parish and whether there parochial school. 
parishes having parochial schools, there will undoubtedly 
formed least one class for each grade; and these 
have high school departments, one for each year thereof. 
larger parishes without parochial schools, probably the 
classification will almost corresponding. Even 
parishes that are comparatively small, the boys and 
girls are kept the religious instruction classes until 
they are sixteen years age, least eight grades may 
formed with advantage. the very smallest parishes, 
however, lesser number classes may be, and often are 
advisable. least, there should kindergarten class 
for children too young for immediate preparation for. 
Communion, First Communion class for those have 
come the use reason, class those who have last 
made their First Communion, and other more advanced 
classes adapted the needs the older children, includ- 
preparatory class for Confirmation. 

The classification the children being completed 
the next task for the director decide which 
text books are used them. this 
matter much thought and the best judgment should 
used. Otherwise books will adopted for their use 


which will prove too difficult for their ability and the re- 
sult will discouragement and dislike, rather than pleas- 
ant advancement. Their are catechisms for children, the 
use which has been found eminently satisfactory 
ali parties concerned; and there are text-books for the 
older ones which serve the purpose admirably. these should 
chosen their intrinsic merit, impartially considering 
actual needs, and independently all prejudice favor 
certain books used, perhaps ourselves, long years 
ago. The best available books should chosen; and 
then from these the subject matter for study should 
decided and outlined for each week school year. 
With comparatively little thought and labor, this can 
done have for each consecutive week nearly the 
same subject matter for instruction and study for nearly 
all the various classes not for all. this method 
the priest’s work giving the required explanation and 
training will greatly facilitated, and will able 
accomplish vastly more than would possible were 
compelled all the work for each class separately. 
There much work Christian Doctrine school which 
general character and which can done for several 
classes well for one. this once for all 
great advantage for the priest who busy with other 
multifarious duties. true, however, that each class 
has special needs and should receive special attention he- 
stowed special manner adapted the capacity its 
children. Hence there must planned special work for 
each the various classes. The children the first grade 
are taught certain prayers, trained the right man- 
ner saying these, and educated according their capa- 
city the simplest duties religion. Which prayers are 
they taught? are they trained say 
these? Which duties religion are they instructed 
the priest who knows the children and their needs. 
Prayerbooks for Children. 

The First Communion class prepared for re- 
ceiving the Holy Eucharist for the first time, and 
and trained particularly the right manner assisting 
mass. Careful instruction needed teach them 
read and understand the prayers before confession with the 
examination conscience and the prayers after confes- 
sion, the prayers mass and especially the instruction 
and prayers before and after Holy Communion. They 
should familiarized, insofar this possible with the 
prayer book. The individual children should have one 
these. should children’s prayer book, not mere- 
name, many are, but also contents. 
amusing, rather, sad watch some these little 
children with prayer book written for older folks, 
may with so-called children’s prayer book, forced 
struggle with words which some cases their parents 
cannot pronounce correctly understand aright. There 
reason for this, except the carelessness the parents 
those charge. Some excellent children’s prayer books 
are now availabie and may easily had for very reason- 
able price. These should selected specified for 
the children the priest after careful, even prayerful 
consideration. 

The children who have most recently made their First 
Communion should instructed and trained that each 
confession and communion will made better than the 
last, and that their manner assisting the Holy 
Sacrifice the Mass will continually improve. Those 
the more advanced classes will similarly instructed 
and trained according their various needs. Their 
growth the spiritual life should fostered with the 
utmost care and wisdom. 

After the subject matter for religious education has 
been definitely decided upon and thoroughly outlined for 
the various classes, may before this has been done, 
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the place for assembling the children for the Christian 
Doctrine classes should examined, prepared 
ably equipped. parishes where there are parochial 
schools, this easy task. The various rooms are al- 
ready equipped with desks, blackboards, maps and prob- 
ably charts and suitable religious pictures. The school 
library often accessable and adequate for Christian 
Doctrine use; and, which supreme advantage, re- 
ligious teachers are hand assist the priest his 
work. Where school not had, greater care and 
labor are undoubtedly required. every parish, however, 
before the time has come for assembling the children, 
convenient place suitably furnished and equipped, can 
prepared; and, far this possible, qualified 
teachers can engaged helpers. 
Sunday School Papers. 

very important, however, provide Sunday 
School paper for the children. Surely one familiar 
with Christian Doctrine work and particularly with the 
beneficial Catholic results which come the children 
and their parents from these papers will question 
the value their helpfulness, fact the necessity 
their use. Every Catholic child attending Catholic school 
Christian Doctrine class should receive every week 
the school year Catholic paper adapted individual 
needs, bring home, read and place the hands the 
older members the family. The cost relatively small, 
and, desired, may defrayed easily without affecting 
the least the other church receipts. Viewed even finan- 
cially, investment which will bring hundred-fold 
reward. These children, with the older members the 
family, including the parents, will become more Catholic 
life, and result more intelligent and responsive 
givers for the cause Christ. 

Which the best time for giving religious instruc- 
tion? This another question demanding decisive an- 
swer. Where there parochial school should 
given every day, and the morning such time 
will emphasize the fact that the Christian Doctrine class 
the one supreme importance the curriculum 
studies. The time for having this class, the work done 
and the methods employed should the best. Even 
where the catechism thus taught the school, 
found advisable many places assemble the children 
Sunday afternoon for special instruction, training and 
devotion. Where there parochial school, religious 
instruction generally can given some set time during 
the week many, not most the children. can 
given all them Sundays. what time? Some 
give the morning, before after one the masses. 
For children living rural districts and distance 
from the church, who find practically impossible re- 
turn for another time, this necessity. For other chil- 
dren some respects advantageous. The children 
will attend more regularly; they will more surely 
mass; and the teachers will often find more convenient 
present. other respects, however, decidedly 
disadvantageous. interferes with the children going 
Holy Communion, which, matter vitally necessary, 
they should do. They should Sunday that they 
may sanctify the day aright, and the presence those 
who are older that they may influence them likewise, 
and frequently that they may grow grace and virtue 
and become ever more like unto Christ. The 
may said with less general application the teachers 
who assist. Another objection urged against having 
Christian Doctrine classes Sunday morning that 
overtaxes the attention and physical endurance the 
children present both mass and instruction with- 
out intermission. overtaxes the priest still more. 
fact, many are his cares and duties Sunday morning 
that unless very fortunately situated and constituted 
can not give, say the least, his best attention this 
work. Generally the afternoon found, for various rea- 
sons, far more advantageous for Christian Doctrine ses- 
sions. Children, teachers and priests are better prepared 
for the work, and able devote themselves more 
exclusively and intensely. Consequently better and more 
lasting results are accomplished. 

Sunday School Class Entertainments. 
Another question answered is, what entertain- 
ment for the children should afforded during the year? 
Some this almost necessity. Relaxation and recre- 


ation are needed the young folks, and they serve 


make the memories the Christian Doctrine class pleas- 
ant and delightful. Moreover, they tend bring the 
children into closer acquaintanceship, and blend them 
into more friendly union, and also foster good will and 
enthusiasm. Care must taken, however, lest this enter- 
tainment become distracting, unbefitting the occasion, 
debasing. Never should permitted take place 
has even the appearance evil. 

Christmas time there should all means some 
form entertainment for the children; but should 
such will celebrate Christmas which Christ the 
central figure and thought. may consist few well- 
chosen words the pastor, choice tableaux Christ- 
mas scenes, Christmas carols sweetly sung the chil- 
dren, and appropriate presents small value given out 
kindly manner. This will touch the heart, awaken senti- 
ments Christian love, and prove helpful many ways. 
Then, too, educational entertainments which combine 
pleasure and instruction, especially those given with the 
aid stereopticon picturing scenes from the life 
Christ, the Bible, church history, appeal both chil- 
dren and teachers with increasing popularity. Music may 
had, also songs, hymns and declamations. priest 
must determine for his particular Sunday school which 
entertainments will most advantageous. 

Another question is, how may teachers kept inter- 
ested their work during the year and qualified for its 
more successful accomplishment? Weekly teachers’ meet- 
ings can held. These wil! serve bring the teachers 
into closer social union, afford opportunity prepare 
class matter with the assistance the priest charge, 
cause more efficient methods studied and employed, 
renew the enthusiasm the teachers, foster their devo- 
tion the work and increase success. How are these 
meetings successfully conducted? This the one 
charge can easily decide. 

Rewards Christian Doctrine. 

Should rewards merit given worthy members 
the Christian Doctrine classes? These are often de- 
sirable, stimulating the children their best work. 
true immeasurably better stimulus proper appre- 
ciation the benefits derived from Catholic instruc- 
tion and training; but generally this does not appeal the 
young intensely does later years. schools 
which are most successful, two methods reward are 
used. One offers pecuniary inducement, scholarships, 
prizes and the like. The other appeals the child’s 
sense self-respect desire for emulation offering 
credit marks, honors and promotion. With some, the first 
brings greatest success; with others, the second. For 
what should these rewards given? They may of- 
fered for regularity attendance, punctuality, good con- 
duct, well-learned lessons. What kind pecuniary re- 
wards should given? gift religious nature, 
Catholic prayer book magazine, beautiful rosary 
gold cross, tactfully and judiciously presented, will 
effect much lasting good. given for unworthy 
cause, however, manner wanting tact, may 
prove useless and even detrimental the common good. 

Another problem demanding attention how the regu- 
lar and punctual attendance the children may se- 
cured. some cases the telephone serves very con- 
venient and efficient means for effecting this purpose. 
others, the mail excellent. note enclosed en- 
velope or, which often preferable, written postal, 
sent promptly and regularly the parents guardians 
the delinquent child, will generally prove successful. 
Discrediting class, better crediting attendance and 
punctuality may prove helpful. extremely deplorable 
cases, personal call from the pastor may found 
necessary. Which method adopted should 
definitely decided the beginning the year and 
persistently followed until its close. 

How may the religious instruction work for the ensu- 
ing year planned outlined simple means for 
doing this, and one easily prepared, which will ines- 
timable value for improvement, reference and inspiration, 
arrange diagram form outline detail, sketch- 
ing the general work done for the entire Christian 
Doctrine school, and the special work for each its 
grades classes.

painted “Apollo and the Muses” the foyer the 
theater Bordeaux. continued reside Paris 
painting steadily, always pursuing the same subjects and 
painting them the same way. has been claimed 
with justice that without artistic feeling, but pos- 
sesses cultured His perfectly finished and fault- 
less style beauty unreal and removed from life, and 
its ever re-curring sameness, manifested many his 
pictures, becomes monotonous and tiresome. 
‘Bouguereau has been widely popular America. 
Here his pictures have always met with ready sale 
large prices. They always reveal the three qualities 
which justify his reputation: knowledge, taste and re- 
finement. Those people who look for nothing more 
picture than these qualities find Bouguereau’s pic- 
tures quite satisfactory. perfect draughtsman 
the human body, and proves his knowledge put- 
ting his models great variety attitudes, 
enjoyed. draws hands and feet perfectly, 
and recognized master this field. His taste keeps 
him far removed from the eccentricities that are 
much vogue with many the younger artists to- 
day. remembers that painting pic- 
tures that are bought rick people for their 
drawing-room walls, and takes care that nothing 
them shall out keeping with the elegant things 
that surround them. Domestic subjects are the ones 
where his talent finds its best and most pleasing expres- 
sion. Among his paintings may mentioned the fol- 
lowing: “The Birth Venus.” “The Two 
“Nymphs and Faun,” “Venus Caressing 
Love,” “First Quarrel and Peace,” “Poor Family,” 
“Shepherdess,” “Spanish Beauty,” “Madonna and St. 
John,” “Child with “Spinning Maiden,” “Neigh- 
bor’s “Madonna with Angels,” and “Night.” 
Among his works owned the United States are 
“Mother’s Treasure,” “Mother and Child,” “Far from 
Home,” “Little “Beggar 
Angel,” “Nymphs Bathing,” “Happy Wife,” “Bohemian 
Prayer,” and “The Young Scholar.” 
Bouguereau died 1905.

STORY TELLING FOR STRENGTHEN- 
ING THE MEMORY 


(The following practical suggestion from new 
pook entitled “For the Story-Teller,” published the 
Milton Bradley Co., Springfield, Mass., and which 
reviewed another page this magazine.) 

well-constructed child’s story has the associative 
quality that characterizes the mental process mem- 
orizing. has one central theme; act heroism, 
nature fact, bit natural history, the fan- 
tastic the humorous, and around this central theme 
are grouped the story associates; the dialog, the descrip- 
tion, the sensory elements, the surprise the climax, 
all which fix indelibly the mind this central theme 
around which the story written. 

Every well-told story means added possibility 
recall the child’s mind and strengthens the general 
process memory. 

Laura Richards’ story “The Pig Brother” illustrates 
the type story for which the story-teller should search 
order train child’s memory. The theme the 
story, the idea that made fixture the child’s 
mind, that the value cleanliness, and order 
life. The treatment the theme constructive, 
process building scenes and blocking out unessen- 
tials strengthen and make permanent the theme the 
child’s mind. 

“There was once child who was untidy,” the story 
begins. 

With wasting time over details the child who 
hears the story introduced the theme. There fol- 
lows bit description explaining the kind untidi- 
ness the little story hero, how left his toys and 
boots scattered about his playroom, spilled ink and cov- 
ered his pinafore with jam. Then the child confronted 
the Tidy Angel who tells him out the gar- 
den and play with his brother while she puts his nursery 
back into its former state orderliness. The child 
goes out the garden but condition won- 
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der regard this brother whom seek. 
meets squirrel the garden path, and asks 
his brother, but the squirrel denies all relationship 
the child because his untidiness. Then the child 
meets wren, and asks the same question, which the 
bird also indignantly denies because the child’s untidy 
appearance. The child then interrogates the Tommy Cat 
who scorns all thought relationship him, telling 
him and look himself mirror. The climax 
the story found when the child meets pig who 
promptly claims relationship with him and causes the 
child back his playroom resolved tidy and 
orderly the future. 

The story has memory value for children, because 
presents one idea with number related associates. 
The story theme the unpleasant results being untidy 
never lost sight of, but presented over and over 
again series related scenes differentiated, how- 
ever, their contrast make them permanent 
the child’s mind. may take these different scenes 
the order which the author presents them, discover- 
ing that each forms stone the whole structure, dif- 
fering their value but all taking form and color from 
one theme. 

Scene The child hero banished from his play- 
room and his toys result his own acts. 

Scene The child finds that has part the 
outside world little wild creatures, also because his 
untidy habits. 

Scene For the same self-inflicted reason, dis- 
owned his friends, the birds. 

Scene His house friend, the cat, disowns him be- 
cause his habits personal cleanliness not accord 
with her standards. 

Scene The child finds the natural consequence 
his untidiness his welcome the despised pig which 
brings about his resolve clean and orderly, here- 
after. 

Each story scene, shown this analysis, care- 
fully planned, having mind grouping associated 
ideas that will strengthen and vivify the image made 
the child’s mind the story theme. result the 
child who has heard the story “The Pig Brother” has 
gained store associate ideas that will recalled 
when someone asks him pick his toys use care 
eating. will remember that squirrels and birds are 


orderly their nest-making, that his cat uses care 


regard her person, that there big, unseen force 
work the world that makes for order—whether one 
calls Angel, not, really exists—and remem- 
bers that disregard this law order means dis- 
aster the law breaker. The child the story escaped 
from the Pig. may not fortunate breaks 
the law. our real child turns over and examines and 
sorts and weighs his mental associates the concept 
untidiness, and makes his own decision the negative 
way that would not have been possible without the 
carefully associated scenes the story. 

This may seem over fine analysis one story, but 
will help judging other child stories having 
regard their memory value for the child.

home. 

The Tanager member large family dis- 
tinctly American birds. Dr. Sclater, the eminent British 
ornithologist, gives less than 375 species, which are 
arranged genera. Mr. Ridgway, his latest and 
most exhaustive work American birds, states that 
genera and 112 species are found North and Middle 
America. these the Scarlet Tanager the most 
conspicuous member the family that found 
North America. arrives its summer home early 
May and starts its southward journey the fall, 
late September early October. the Tanagers 
migrate night, many them become the victims 
lighthouses and thus give accurate records migration 
dates, especially the southward migration. 
singular interest that the mortality occasioned the 
light-stations many times great the autumn 
the spring. What the reason for this difference 
has not yet been discovered, altho may some 
measure accounted for from the fact that the fall 
the year there more thick and misty weather than 
the spring. From records made the writer, 
female Tanagers were migrating northward past Fire 
Island Lighthouse late May 15, and the same sex 
were migrating southward early September 23, 
while young bird the year had started south 
early September 18. The latest date the fall fur- 
nished lighthouse victim was male bird killed Oc- 
tober 11. The Tanager’s breeding home anywhere 
eastern United States, far south and west Mis- 
souri, and the southern British provinces from Nova 
Scotia Manitoba. the winter retires some 
parts the West Indies, and South America far 
Peru. 

Audubon says that the Tanager “is very sensible 
cold, much so, indeed, that the state Massachu- 
setts should sudden change take place the weather, 
during the time their spring migrations, hundreds 
die the course night, not only the woods and 
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orchards, but even the towns and villages. wit- 
nessed like ocurrence Eastport Maine late 
May, when was way Labrador.” 

While its summer home the Scarlet Tanager loves 
the deep woods, altho often seen orchards and 
clearings. The nest very frail affair and usu- 
ally saddled limb, quite near its extremity, from 
ten forty feet from the ground; composed 
fine twigs and dried grasses, with lining rootlets. 
The clutch eggs varies from three five; they are 
greenish color, much spotted with browns and pur- 

Alexander Wilson, one the early American or- 
nithologists, and certainly one the greatest, speak- 
ing the song the Scarlet Tanager, says: “Among 
the thick foliage the tallest trees, his simple and al- 
most monotonous notes chip, churr, repeated short 
intervals, pensive tone, may occasionally heard; 
which appear proceed from considerable distance, 
tho the bird immediately above you,—a faculty be- 
stowed him the beneficent Author Nature, 
doubt for his protection, compensate degree for 
the danger which his glowing color would often ex- 
pose him. has little melody his notes 
charm us, has nothing them disgust.” Wilson 
evidently failed credit the Tanager with its best 
vocal efforts, which all the later observers and 


writers have done. fact, the Tanager one our 
best singers, being almost the equal the Rose- 
breasted Grosbeak. The songs the two birds are 
often mistaken, altho claimed that the song the 
Tanager has not the roundness and fullness 
the Grosbeak, being somewhat harsh its finish. 
addition the fascinating esthetic qualities color 
and song the Scarlet Tanager, very great 
economic importance, its food consists largely 
noxious insects, especially those found among the tree- 
tops; also eats largely wild fruits, with occasionally 
few cultivated ones. 

Wilson says, “His manners are modest, easy and in- 
offensive. commits depredations the prop- 
erty the husbandman, but him the 
daily destruction spring many noxious insects; 
and when winter approaches plundering de- 
pendent, but seeks distant country for that sus- 
tenance which the severity the season denies his 
industry Among the most interesting and im- 
portant branches bird study that plumage and 
moult; fact, without some knowledge this subject 
the student makes little progress his acquaintance 
with the birds commonly found about him. The Scarlet 
Tanager and his soberly colored consort are 
examples differences and also change plumage. 
The illustration herewith, some extent, explains itself. 
The female bird practically always wears the same dress 
far its color concerned, altho the material 
renewed intervals moult. the other hand, the 
richly dressed male subject many changes. Com- 
mencing with the nest has natal down, which 
followed juvenal plumage; this succeeded the 
first winter plumage. These latter plumages are very 
much color like that the female bird.

The male this moult assumes plumage 
very much like that the female bird, but can al- 
ways readily distinguished his jet-black wings, 


the wings the female bird being brownish black. 
The bird student, especially the beginner, often wonders 
why that fails find any male Scarlet Tanagers 
the late summer, and only after the subject 
moult and change plumage understood that such 
enigmas are unraveled. During the post nuptial mou!t 
the male the plumage assumes parti-colored ap- 
pearance that very singular.

Thousands boys and girls have 
planted their small patch land one the other 
these plants and are trying learn all they can 
about growing and marketing these vegetables. The 
introduction few lessons these vegetables will 
both helpful and interesting. Some these lessons 
must given now while the materials are available. 
They can not given nearly great advantage 
the winter and spring when material can not se- 
cured. the mixed school the same lesson can 
given all the pupils. For the older pupils 
serve lesson agriculture, while the younger 
ones can made nature study exercise. There are 
also great opportunities correlate this work with 
other subjects. 

TOMATOES 


Children will usually interested know that 
botanists put tomatoes, potatoes, tobacco, egg plant, 
groundcherry, pepper and nightshade together one 
family plants. This family called the Nightshade 
Solanaceae. The petunia, datura and jimson 
weed also belong the family. The jimson weed, 
nightshade and others are poisonous. Not over hun- 
dred years ago tomatoes were believed poisonous 
and were grown flower gardens ornaments only. 

The plant native South America, where 
grows perennial, but our climate treated 
annual. Why important start the plants 
early the spring? When the plants stop grow- 
ing? When stop blossoming? What relation does this 
bear their perennial habit? 

How many kinds tomatoes are there color? 
(Yellow, red, and purple). Size and shape? Ordina- 
rily the common tomato separated into five 
Bailey gives them follows: Cherry tomatoes, plum 
and pear tomatoes (there are red and yellow varieties 
each these); common market tomatoes, the large- 
leaved tomatoes, and the upright tree tomatoes. The 
common market tomato divided into the oblong, the 
angular and the apple-shaped varieties. 

Have the class consider each these from the stand- 
point market and use. Try get specimens 
many kinds possible. Also let pupils answer the 
following questions, keeping mind both table require- 
ments and market demands. Why are large, smooth 
tomatoes preferred? Why thick-fleshed tomatoes with 
few seeds? Why firm, strong skin? Why bright, 
even color all over? 

Cut some your tomatoes and test them 
the above characteristics. the large small varie- 
ties have more cells for seeds? the tomatoes brought 
the class vary thickness meat and amount 
seeds, pulp, etc.? From which these tomatoes 


should save seed? Why? The original wild tomato 
said have usually had but two cells. How did 


get our many-celled varieties? (Here the teacher may 
introduce little work heredity, environment and 
artificial selection explanation the 
the tomato.). studying the different varieties, 
not neglect the leaves. 

Some the tomatoes will often found that are 
rotting the end. This fungous disease known 
tomato rot. caused tiny spores which begin 
their work getting the end the tomato when 
very young and continuing grow till they ruin the 
tomato. These spores are borne the rotten tomatoes 
and live the ground till the next crop grown. Rot- 
ten tomatoes should burned buried deeply and 
never thrown the manure pile left the field 
garden. Why? Teach this work the children care- 
fully. may well serve their introduction plant 
diseases. 


Drawing water color and language work may well 
correlated with the above. Make tomato booklet. 
Have pupils draw all the varieties you can get. They 
may color them not. Draw leaves well fruit. 
Draw sections the fruit showing cells, 
seed, and pulp. Write the story alongside the picture, 
using your best English and penmanship. not 
neglect drawings and descriptions diseased toma- 
toes. The smaller pupils may practice the drawings 
the board. Their coloring, course, should done 
with crayons. some the older pupils draw well 
and neatly, allow them make decorative panels 
the blackboard, using design fruit and leaves. 


some the pupils desire save seed for use 
the spring, the seed should treated follows: Put 
the seed and thin pulp cup glass and set the 
sun till ferments, then wash off the seeds and spread 
them thin layer dry. Keep the seed dry 
place. due care selecting the tomatoes from 
which seed saved. 

the pupils have not learned about the fertilization 
flowers, the tomato flower furnishes fine subject 
for this work. This should all means taught 
the fall those schools which close early the spring. 
will very helpful with the plant and seed work 
during the winter have them get this knowledge now. 

Find the stamens and pistils and teach their uses. 
not make mere name drill, but into the 
processes pollination and fertilization very carefully 
and make plain that pupils will sure get it. 

field work can done the class whole, 
individually their homes, have some the following 
questions answered: What kinds roots tomatoes 
have? How widely they spread? How deep they 
grow? How the stems the different kinds vary 
size and ability support the plant? What happens 
where stems rest the wet ground? From the above 
facts, what kind soil would you choose for tomatoes? 


Problem:—The problems here suggested may 
given the fall postponed until the planting work 
studied next spring. Tomatoes are set feet, 
soil, climate, etc. How many plants are there per acre 
following each plan planting? Find the dimensions 
plot which one might plant 100 plants. this 
for ali three plans planting. Twelve tons per acre 
considered large yield. How many pounds per plant 
this? How many bushels per acre would the above 
yield make? (There are pounds bushel to- 
matoes.) How large plot should reserved for 
tomatoes the home garden you expect use 
bushels for table and canning? tomatoes sold for 
three-fourths cent per pound average thru 
the season, what would the income per acre to- 
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matoes? The price per bushel? the average profit 
growing tomatoes were 15%, how much income from 
the land would tomato grower get per acre? 

The teacher may have the girls work problems 
home economy getting the retail price tomatoes 
and comparing that with the cost growing, etc. 
Many interesting problems can worked out. 

POTATOES 

During early September when potatoes are being 
dug, boys and girls should given lessons 
ing seed potatoes, home-grown seed used, 
the practice many farms. The more complete and 
careful study the potato can taken later 
date, but this study should made before the main 
crop potatoes dug. 

Briefly, the field characteristics good potato are: 
general oval shape, smooth, with few shallow eyes 
evenly distributed over the potato; the potato must 
free from diseases, such dry rot, scab, etc. When 
cut open the potato should firm, with thick yel- 
lowish layer under the skin, and free from strings 
woody threads. Cooking qualities will discussed 
later. 


selecting seed, select from the hill. small 
‘potato may make good seed measures the 
requirements above and came from good sized hill 
with large, desirable potatoes. (Review the principles 
heredity here.) But came small hill 
neither small nor large potato should selected 
for seed. other words, seed selection should 
based yield hill and quality the tuber. these 
are properly considered, size within limits will 
less consequence. 

Field work:—Have potatoes brought school 
study the characters the good seed Ask 
boys dig 25, 100 hills potatoes and keep 
definite count the following things for each hill: 
number potatoes per hill, number large and small 
potatoes, number rough undesirable potatoes, num- 
ber diseased otherwise unfit tubers. Make note 
weeds, missing hills other conditions which might 
affect the yield. Have each pupil tabulate his report 
and for class work select from the data best 
hills for seed. Boys may encouraged save 
potatoes from this digging and plant them next spring.

PEACE SIGNED THE BALKAN COUNTRY 


was disappointing the people the world find 
the people the Balkan states—the Servians, the Bul- 
garians, the Greeks—engaged bloody war among 
themselves immediately after they had won admiration 
for their successful war with Turkey. sooner had 
the Turkish armies been withdrawn than jealousies 


among the Balkan allies arose over the distribution 
the spoils the Turkish war. 

tentative agreement the terms treaty 
peace was signed the Balkan allies August 10. 
Thus ends fierce and bloody struggle between these 
little nations which had already fought almost the 
point exhaustion with Turkey.

Adrianople also remains to be settled in the coming resumption of 
the conference between the powers. 


While the Balkan states were fighting among them- 
selves Turkey, disregarding the settlement boundaries 
the London conference, instantly seized her opportu- 
nity regain Adrianople, but the Powers have served 
notice the Turks that they must get out the terri- 
tory again, they had already agreed the first treaty, 
the western boundary line running from Midia the 
Black Sea Enos the Aegean 


The United States sought have hand the peace 
negotiations the Balkan allies but our government re- 
ceived snub. Our government suggested that clause 
should included the treaty guaranteeing civil and 
religious liberty the people the territory that may 
annexed the Balkan states. The peace delegates 
rejected the idea impertinent, declaring that their laws 
already gave such protection. They made plain that 
they wanted sugestions from our government. was 
commented that the United States had better look 
home and set example giving suitable protection 
the Japanese, Jews, negroes and others within its 
gates, instead meddling with the internal affairs 
other nations. 


BOARD MEDIATION PREVENT 
RAILROAD STRIKES 


the latter part July the United States congress 
passed what known the Newlands-Clayton bill for 
the adjustment railroad wage disputes. The bill be- 
came law just time prevent threatened disas- 
trous strike the railroads east Chicago. said 
that both the railroad managers and their employes are 
satisfied with the provisions the bill. The law creates 
United States Board Mediation and Conciliation, 
composed commissioner appointed the President 
for term seven years with salary $7,500 year, 
and not more than two other officials the government 
already appointed the President. There 
assistant commissioner with salary $5,000 year 
act the commissioner’s absence. The work this 
board settle controversies between railroads and 
their employes. Arbitration boards six three mem- 
bers are selected, and the board Mediation and 
Conciliation will pass upon any disagreements between 
abritrators. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION RE- 
DUCES EXPRESS RATES 


One the most important actions taken many 
years the Interstate Commerce Commission was that 
early August, when made its official order relating 
rates and methods the express companies. The 
Commission has been carrying investigation the 
express business for over three years. has made par- 
tial orders and requests from time time, but the 
present order involves heavy reduction rates. The 
express companies estimate that the reduction will 
amount sixteen per cent their gross revenue, 
$26,000,000. More important, perhaps, than the reduc- 
tion rates are the requirements the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission which compel express companies 
adopt reasonable and scientific method making rates. 
The old methods were both intricate and unjust. The rates 
under the new tariff are many instances lower ‘for 
distances from two hundred three thousand miles than 
are the parcel post rates for those distances.

PETROLEUM 


The word petroleum comes from the Greek word 
“petra,” which means rock, and the Latin word “oleum,” 
meaning oil. This rock oil, naturally inflammable, 
secured boring into the earth, whence gushes 
pumped out. Usually found associated with water 
and natural gas reservoirs amid rock strata. 

Geologists have several very interesting theories 
account for the origin this rock oil. One the 
most popular these theories the effect that 
has been extracted from huge beds limestone. 
taking the bones and shells animals and placing 
them retort and distilling them, the scientist has

are found petroleum. Since limestone but 
enormous collection shells and animal remains, 
natural presume that such beds, when subjected 
great heat and pressure, would the case moun- 
tain folding, would yield large quantities petroleum. 


Tho petroleum has existed for millions years, 
only within the lifetime those now living that has 
come into extensive use. True, the white man when 
first came this country found the Indian using pe- 
troleum medicine, tho put other use. 
(Pour water basin. Add small quantity kero- 
sene. Where does the kerosene collect? Carefully place 
piece cloth the surface the liquid. Will the 
cloth burn? This was the method the red 
man for spread his bianket the surface pools 
where the petroleum floated and then wrung the oil 
out it.) Years later the white man learned that the 
Indian was right ascribing medicinal value pe- 
troleum, and he, too, learned use remedy for 
rheumatism and kindred troubles. honor the Seneca 
Indians,who were believed the first use petroleum 
remedy, the whites named their petroleum liniment 
“Seneca The demand for this oil soon became 
great that could not supplied the usual manner. 
Accordingly Colonel Drake, then living Titusville, 
Penn., suggested the feasibility digging into the earth 
for it. This idea met with such favor that company 
furnished him with funds for the undertaking. Oil was 
struck depth sixty feet, and this first well, sunk 
1859, yielded 2,000 barrels within year. Soon other 
wells were sunk and the time the civil war broke out 
Pennsylvania was producing 2,000,000 barrels yearly. 
may aid fixing the date the most rapid develop- 
ment the industry associate with the stirring 
days this great war, for its marvelous expansion 
caused almost much excitement Pennsylvania 
did the war itself. 


have already said, the petroleum sometimes 
comes the surface the form springs, yet 
rule, secure large quantities wells must sunk. 
These wells are bored precisely the same manner 
ordinary artesian wells. They vary depth the 
different states; for example, Kansas they average 
about 350 feet, Oklahoma 1,600 feet, while Cali- 
fornia they vary from 1,500 4,000 feet depth. One 
might think boring for oil peaceful thing do, 
but not infrequently leads the bitterest strife. The 
fact that means can devised for preventing sub- 
terranean wealth from crossing boundaries, especially 
that wealth the form liquid, causes end 
dispute. 

This oil usually stored beds compact sand- 
stone. The amount that can apparently 
dense rock surprisingly great; for, according Pro- 
fessor Ries, cubic foot sandstone often contains 
gallon petroleum. this amount, according 
the same authority, would require porosity but 
ten per cent. layer such sandstone but two feet 
thick would yield 10,000 barrels per acre. 

The amount oil produced well, and the length 
time flows varies greatly with the different wells. 
The average life well Pennsylvania has been 
seven years. When most productive the average daily 
yield was 207 barrels, but marked has been the de- 
cline that the average yield now but 1.7 barrels per 
This rapid decline flow common prac- 
tically all wells. 

True, there are individual wells having much greater 
flow than the above figures would indicate. The largest 
wells that have ever been known were struck San 
Geronimo, Mexico, 1908. (We fear you will look

Most wells produce more than those 
Pennsylvania and less than those Mexico. 

Not infrequently these wells take fire resulting 
great destruction. good example such fire oc- 
curred the Mexican field just mentioned July and 
August 1908. drilling, oil was struck unexpectedly, 
therefore precautions for its control had not been made. 
Before the men could put out the fire the near-by 
boiler the oil had reached and immediately taken 
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fire. According Millard our vice consul 
Tampico, this burning well “shot flames heights 
ranging from 800 1,400 feet, measuring feet 
width. Newspapers could clearly read distance 
miles, headlines miles, and ship’s officers re- 
ported that the light was visible for more than 100 
miles sea. From July August from 60,000 
75,000 barrels were consumed each day. The total 
cost the fire was $3,000,000. 
CRUDE PETROLEUM 


The crude petroleum comes from the earth 
dirty brown color and gives off very disagreeable odor. 
this crude form consumed for fuel stoves and 
railroads. cleaner than coal for passenger en- 
gines and less likely produce forest fires. 1910 
25,000,000 barrels were used the railroads western 
United States. our newly constructed battleships fuel 
oil more and more extensively used. Many our 
torpedo boats use oil exclusively while our ten most re- 
cent battleships burn auxiliary fuel. The new 
ships authorized our last Congress will burn petro- 
leum exclusively. When crude oil thus burned huge 
storing tanks within the ships are necessary. Often the 
rolling the vessel sea causes disturbance the 
petroleum that very hard the walls the tank, and 
fact, upon the vessel itself. For this reason the petro- 
leum first solidified, then pressed into briquettes and 
burned. According the October (1912) number the 
Scientific American the advantages the briquettes are: 
(1) modification furnaces bunkers necessary; 
(2), they have very high heating power; (3), they not 
give off inflammable gases; (4), they burn slowly without 
running liquid; (5), their regular shape facilitates 
storage, and there space lost, thus rendering ves- 
sels more independent coaling stations. 


HOW PETROLEUM REFINED 


Before can used for lighting purposes several im- 
purities must removed. The process removing 
these impurities called refining. refining crude pe- 
troleum the first process distillation, separating one 
liquid from another heat. The crude oil therefore 
heated containers, large that each holds about 1,200 
barrels. The substances that into vapor low 
temperature, such gasoline, naphtha, and benzine, nat- 
urally pass off first. soon these have been driven 
off the temperature increased until the heavier, less 
oils such kerosene, pass off into vapor. 
Finally the heating continued until the heaviest 
grades, those used for lubricating purposes, are driven 
off, leaving thick substance called residuum. These oils, 
thus separated distillation, are next mixed with sul- 
phuric acid which causes the remaining impurities set- 
tle the bottom the tank. Finally subjected 
treatment with solution soda, ammonia, lime, 
remove any acid that remains. 


GASOLINE 


Gasoline therefore the first and highest distillant 
crude petroleum. The recent development the auto- 
mobile industry has rendered this the most highly prized 
all the petroleum products, and natural regret 
well owners that there little gasoline petro- 
leum,, for average barrel yields but from two five 
gallons. Naphtha differs from gasoline that con- 
tains some kerosene—in other words when naptha 
distilled yields both gasoline and kerosene. 

KEROSENE 


kerosene meant light oil produced largely for 
use lamps. When kerosene first began displace the 
tallow candle met with much prejudice for was 
considered very dangerous. Since then greater care has 
been exercised removing the explosive oils, gasoliae 
and naptha, until present rarely hear the explo- 
sion kerosene lamp. carburator with kerosene 
has been devised for automobile use, and pronounced 


success. such the case, the resulting increased 
demand for kerosene will insure further development 
the industry. Crude petroleum yields from 
per cent kerosene. 


LUBRICATING OILS 

The heavier oils extracted from petroleum, since they 
are less liable combustion than other oils, are very 
rapidly replacing them for lubricating purposes. These 
lubricants are used for practically all purposes, from 
the highest grade watch oil the heavy black engine 
The best engine oil made mixing finely ground 
graphite into the oil. This gives what the machinist 
calls frictionless surface. (Graphite doubt the 
most commonly used substance your school. Where, 
and for what purpose?) 

The thick substance remaining after all these oils have 
been driven off, agreed call residuum. This 
complex mixture, seen from the number things 
that can extracted from it. Its simplest use mix 
with coal dust and press into briquettes for fuel. 

ASPHALTUM 

the petroleum from wells west the Mississippi 
river likely have asphaltum base. are 
most familiar with asphaltum see used paving 
our streets. This, however, not its only use, for 
used mixing varnishes and rendering leather water- 
proof. True, not all the asphalt used paving our 
streets produced from petroleum, for asphaltum mixed 
with earthy matter found widely scattered deposits. 
Pitch Lake, the Island Trinidad, the largest 
known deposit this kind. the United States, Utah, 
California, and Kentucky, are the principal sources 
supply. 

PARAFFIN 

The crude oils east the Mississippi river are likely 
have paraffin rather than asphaltum base. 
use paraffin score ways. Miners’ candles, and 
fact, practically all candles are made from it. Chewing 
gum petroleum wax flavored with little 
wintergreen, and the wintergreen, too, coal-tar prod- 
uct. Paraffin used most houses for sealing fruit jars. 
The physician makes most excellent use the 
preparation salves all kinds. Vaseline and petro- 
leum jelly are merely paraffin with some the heavier 
oil left them. 


TRANSPORTATION PETROLEUM 

Near each well large tank which the petroleum 
stored. From this tank next taken the re- 
finery. first used carried barrels, later 
iron tanks, and now carried either tank cars, tank 
steamers, conveyed pipes laid the surface the 
ground. laying one these pipe lines all the tanks 
given field are first connected, then their contents 
transported means larger pipe distant city 
where the refineries are located. convenient intervals 
along the line there are pumping stations force the oil 
along. present such pipe lines connect our oil fields 
with Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York and 
Chicago. The Standard Oil Company alone has over 
4,000 miles pipe line now operation. Furthermore, 
tank steamers, loaded American refineries, carry oil 
nearly all ports the world, for this has wider sale 
than any our other exports.

THE GRADING SPECIMENS 


Frances Roberts, Lincoln, Neb., “American Penman.” 


are told, that teach successfully, must ap- 
peal the child’s interest thru his knowledge the 
subject. Has the subject writing always been taught 
with this thought mind? the old system teach- 
ing writing, many otherwise good teachers failed, be- 
cause they proceeded once the ultimate, body writ- 
ing, neglecting the teaching the essentials po- 
sition, movement, penholding and the like. re- 
sult, the writing deteriorated the child passed from 
grade grade. had comparatively knowledge 
but little interest his writing. But more practical 
view the work has taught that must lead the 
child along step step, thru the various fundamentals 
the process writing, keeping the excellency the 
written page always the foreground. Something 
striven for and only attained thru proper practice and 
persistency. 

much for our practical methods teaching pen- 
manship but use the same common sense ideas 
grading the specimens? make allowances for 
the difference temperament, amount effort expend- 
ed, and the inability some gain the necessary nerve 
control? not, are just our criticisms? 

First—What specimen? have all met the 
teacher who when questioned regarding the excellency 
her pupils’ work writing, replies without hesitancy, 
“Oh, they beautifully. Just see their work.” are 
shown specimen pages course, but taken nine cases out 
ten from the regular penmanship class work. Was 
that just basis for approval? No, indeed,—too often 
find children capable good work during the writ- 
ing class period but lacking the will power execute 
movement writing whenever, and whatever subject 
writing required. 

agree that it’s huge temptation grade only such 
specimens, but let remember that are training 
the child for life, where there will but few especially 
prepared specimens. business form off-hand 
signature may unknowingly the world’s estimate. 
let face our duty squarely, and teach the child that 
there but one right way write, and that the only 
way learn write right, write right right along. 
That page language work, outline history, 
set problems constitute specimen writing 
well the page taken from regular class practice. 

Second—By what characteristics are judge the 
merits specimen? The definition writing makes 
that quite clear. writing that which easily 
written and easily read.” easily written implies 
good movement, and easily read the letter forms 
must legible. The writing should small, and show 
some degree uniformity slant, height, and spac- 
ing, but above all the lines must smooth and clear 
cut, evidence easy flowing movement, which 
paramount. 


the best time take specimens? Ex- 
perience has taught, since writing matter tem- 
perament, that best take specimens when the 
child least expects it. Occasionally from the regular 
practice period but more often from the general work. 

Fourth—How often? This depends entirely upon 
conditicns—size school system and time allotted 
the work. Many argue that time doesn’t permit ex- 
tensive criticism. Supervisors shoull have under- 
standing with their superintendents that least one 
school day every two weeks shall theirs for office 
work, devoted largely the inspection papers. 

Fifth—The marking specimens. are not justi- 


fied grading papers solely the form basis, since 
teach the child the beginning that are more 
interested the how his doing the work than 
what actually does. That is, should use good 
movement first, last and all the time. Rather allow 
per cent for good habits position, per cent for 
correct the same for application and the re- 
maining per cent for the forms. 

all are desirous grading upon the improve- 
ment basis. This can quite successfully done hav- 
ing each pupil prepare two beginning specimens 
kept file for the month when two similar specimens 
are prepared. contrasting the first and second, 
change for the better quite evident and the 
grade can given accord. One the first and sec- 
ond specimens should kept the office subject 
inspection the superintendent, the others carefully 
marked and returned the pupil for purposes com- 
parison. 

The study penmanship consists training the 
mental activities well the motor. empha- 
size the mind side the work sufficiently? That is, 
have enough mental penmanship. teach the

sad fact that often the noblest ideals are frustrat- 
ed, that the lives persons upright intention and rare 
ability are embittered, yea, often shortened lack 
appreciation while the brows their less gifted contem- 
poraries are twined with laurel admiring multitude.

Ushaw College near Durham study for the Church. 
was sent Owens College, Manchester, 
qualify physician, but his distaste for the medical pro- 
fession together with his reading caused him 
fail his examinations.

his wailing over brother poet, Mangan, Thompson 
seems describing his own miseries: from 
home and health, with charred past and bleared future, 
deposed from world which has not abdicated, poet 
hopeless the bays and martyr hopeless the palms, 
land cursed against the dews love, and exile 
banned and proscribed even from the innocent arms 
childhood.” 

length, however, his literary ability 
ently recognized bring him the necessaries life, but 
his masterly “Essay Shelley” did not find publisher 
till after his death, which occurred 1907; and many are 
only now becoming acquainted with the rich legacy that 
has left the world’s literature. Besides the essay just 
named, his other prose works are “Health and Holiness,” 
study the relations between the body and the soul, 
also comprehensive Life St. Ignatius Loyola which 
gives interesting account the origin the 
“Spiritual Exercises” well the founding the 
Jesuit Order, that great bulwark the Church. 

poetry Thompson has contributed “New 
Poems” and “Sister Songs.” the last has, accord- 
ing The Spectator, “raised magnificent temple child- 
hood and innocence.” 

His writings are noted especially for profound thought, 
lofty diction, harmonious combinations, and 
imagery. His “Hound Heaven,” along with contain- 
ing “all the harmonies symphony,” veritable pic- 
ture gallery, the title itself being figure surprising 
originality. The association the words hound and 
Heaven startling until learn that “The Hound 
Heaven” the author means God Himself and shows 
the poem that God’s love pursues the erring soul with 
infinitely more insistence than the hound pursues the hare. 

the entrance behold his “arches the years,” 
“labyrinthine ways,” “vistaed hopes,” “Titanic glooms 
chasmed fears,” “hearted casements,” “pale ports the 
moon” and “skyey blossoms.” This array recalls Shake- 
spear’s delineation poet. evident that Thomp- 
son’s eye glanced “from earth Heaven,” that his imagi- 
nation bodied “forth the forms things unknown” and 
that his pen gave not only “airy nothings” but far 
more the inner workings the soul local habita- 
tion and name.” 

His intercourse with nature bears strong resemb- 


lance what has depicted the poet Shelley. 


flees across “the margent the world” and troubles “the 


golden gateway the stars;” Shelley “plays truant from 
earth and gold-dusty with tumbling amidst the stars.” 
Thompson clings the whistling mane every wind 
whether sweeps “The long savannahs the blue, 
whether, Thunder-driven,” “clangs his chariot, plashy 
with flying lightnings;” Shelley chases the rolling world, 
slips into Heaven’s meadow, and teases into growling the 
kenneled thunder and laughs the shaking his fiery 
chain.” 
see Thompson 
“Wantoning 
With our vagrant tresses, 

Banqueting 
With her her wind-walled palace, 
Underneath her azured dais” 
while Shelley “sits the lap patient nature and twines 
her loosened tresses after hundred wilful fashions, 
see how she will look his song.” 

there not some analogy too between 
“chalice Lucent weeping out the dayspring” and Shel- 
ley’s “dripping well imagination?” Are not the clouds 
“Spumed the wild sea-snorting the same “the clouds 
that are snorted from the sea’s broad nostrils?” 

The reference children the “Hound Heaven” 
also takes back passages the “Shelleian 
spirit yet streaming from the waters Baptism; 
believe love, believe belief; turn pumpkins 
into coaches, and mice into horses, lowness into loftiness 
and nothing into everything; is— 

And Heaven wild flower.” 

“Children’s griefs are little, certainly; but the 
child, its endurance, its field vision, while 
its nervous impressionability keener than ours. Grief 
matter relatively; the sorrow should estimated 
its proportion the sorrower; gash painful 
one amputation another. Adult fools, would not 
angels smile our griefs, were not angels too wise 
smile them? 

But, Shelley, alas! was atheist, there spiritual 
element Thompson’s master poem for which there 
parllel the essay.

“All things betray thee, who betrayest Me.” 

“Naught shelters thee, who wilt not shelter me.”

Grace has conquered and have exquisite por- 
trayal resignation the line: “Naked wait Thy love’s 
uplifted stroke!” and confession and contrition the 
following:

And pulled life upon me; grimed with smears, 

stand amid the dust the mounded years— 

mangled youth lies dead beneath the heap, 

days have crackled and gone the smoke. 

Have puffed and burst sun starts stream. 


freshness spent its wavering shower the dust; 
And now heart broken fount, 
Wherein tear-drippings stagnate, split down ever 

From the dark thoughts that shiver 

Upon the sighful branches mind.” 

When the trumpet the “Cypress-crowned” made its 
final summons from the “half-glimpsed turrets the hid 
battlements Eternity,” there doubt that this tre- 
mendous Lover outstreched His hand caressingly and, 
His found penitent, said:

Fancies last, have stored for thee home. 
Rise, clasp hand and come.”
